Now we have a son 
two years old who seems perfectly 
normal. Will he have diabetes, 
too? Is it an inherited disease or 
can it be obtained only through 
one's diet?" 


In reply to this question, it is 


generally considered that diabetes 
is an inherited disease; a family 
history of diabetes can be obtained 
in about one-quarter of all those 
who are known to have it. 


However, the way in which dia- 


betes is inherited probably means 
that on the average only about one 
child m four would have diabetes 
if one parent has the disease and 
the other is not carrying any ten- 
dency in that direction. If" both 
parents have diabetes, one might 
expect all the children to have it 
also, though this is not always 
borne out by experience.

Now, Earnest Advice 
To Teen Ag-ers 


A nation concerned with finding 


more .well educated young folk to 
meet" the constantly increasing de- 
mand for "brain 1 workers" that 
has developed out of scientific pro- 
gress, is embarked on a program 
to encourage 
youth to stay in 


school. 


Attention is focused especially 


on teen agers who may be tempted 
to drop out of high shool, or de- 
cide against going on to college, 
because they would rather hang 
on to well paying temporary jobs 
they filled during vacation. 


Part Time'Work 


While there is no reason why 


teen agers should not accept op- 
portunities for part time employ- 
ment during the school term, fail- 
ure to prepare themselves for bet- 
ter opportunities can work to their 
disadvantage. 


Parents seeking information with 


which to convinct Junior that bet- 
ter opportunities 'await the better 
educated should have little trouble 
finding it these days. 


To begin with, young men who go 


into the armed services for duty 
and training will find that there are 
many technical jobs and advanced 
training appointments 
that 
are 


available only to high school grad- 
uates. These are in reality posi- 
tions which-tend to fit men for 
better jobs in civilian life. 


The Navy has pointed out that 


out of 100 high school graduates, 
39 attain higher income status, 
while only 14 out of 100 non gradu- 
ates achieve this goal. A Depart- 
ment of Labor report shows that 
during 3940 only 1 out of 15 high 
school graduates were unemployed, 
whereas "one out of five who had 
gone' no further than the 6th grade, 
were out of work. 


Longer Useful Life 


Education further tends to make 


it .possible for people to go on to 
jobs where usefulness does not 
end at 45. Thus the man with an 
education is not so likely to be 
tossed on the scrap heap. 


As for a college education, the 


record speaks for itself these days.

Type 11 provides about two-thirds 


as miK-h food as Type A. and Type 
C piovides milk only. 


Where Type B lunches aie seiv- 


€d childien must bung fowl from 
home to supplement their meal. 
Type B lunch contains a soup, a 
Mew or salad,_bread and butter or 
margarine. Or it may be a sand- 
wich containing at least one ounce 
of meat, poultiy, fish, cheese, egg 
w peanut butter with one teaspoon 
of butter or maigarinc. or it may 
be one-half cup of vegetables or 
/ruit or a mixture of both. 


Regardless of which of these 


pai Munches is served, it is accom- 
panied by one-half pint of whole 
milk. 


Supplementary Food 


Mother should become thoiough- 


ly acquainted with the Type B 
Menu if it is served at the school 
attended by her child, so that she 
may put into the child's lunchbox 
whatever supplementary food is 
necessary to make it a balanced 
meal. 


The Type C lunch which consists 


only of a half pint of milk definite- 
ly requires that the child bring his 
lunch fiom home. And it is moth- 
«M'S job to see to it that the meal 
is wisely balanced and nicelv pack- 
ed. 


The National School progiam is 


doing its job in seeking to improve 
dietary-and nutiitional stamlaids 
f -school children. Nevei theless, 
how much of a well balanced meal 
does the child actually eat? 


One parent surveyed the situa- 


tion and came up witJi these ob- 
servations: 


Some Ate Everything 


Some 
children ate 
everything 


with enjoyment and left smiling 
«nd satisfied. Others scraped their 
plates clean and returned for more 
bread, the only item offered as an 
extra helping. 


Still others looked at their lunch- 


eons w;ith distaste. When "urged to 
eat they picked at a few mouthfuls 
unhappily. Ceitain children would 
««t only one item. 


Some children who brought wrap- 


ped lunches from home had food 
in extremes of quality and quanti- 
ty. One slender little "girl had only 
a lettuce sandwich and an orange. 
A boy had five thick meat loaf 
sandwiches, cake and coffee. 


Theie was little relationship be- 


tween what was brought 
from 


home and what was eaten. 


There- was a good bit of trading 


going on so that often a child 
whose lunch was planned to avoid 
sugar received an illegal .share. 
Some thoughtfully packed 
lunch- 


boxes were sold to oppoi tunistb and 
Hie proceeds spent for candy.

Suilfible Container Jfa.s Much lo Do 
With Keeping School Lunch at Best 


For a good school lunch to re 


main good, it should be packed 
neatly in a suitable container. A 
metal lunch box, large enough to 
«ury the food without squeezing, 
is most desirable. 


A vacuum bottle is essential for 


carrying milk, hot soups, and co- 
coa. Many of the lunch kits now 
available for childien have a fitted 
vacuum bottle and are light weight 
lor easy cairying. 


Be sine to put heavy foods such 


n.«» fnnts and foods in paper or 
plastic. c.onUunjL'i..s. at.tbc bottom, of, 
the lunchbov, then add sandu ichcs. 


cookies and other lighter foods. 


Line the lunchbox with a gaily 


colored napkin to brighten the ap- 
pearance of the lunchbox.
